In 1860 Francis Ashbury Pratt (1827-1903) and Amos Whitney 
formed a company to manufacture quality machine tools. Pratt had 
a passion for precision and an abiding interest in the concept of 
interchangeability. He played a vital role in standardizing measure¬ 
ments in both the United States and Europe. Pratt’s reputation for 
uncompromising precision helped the tompany obtain orders for 
machine tools and guns, and these early successes provided the 
foundation for Pratt and Whitney’s entry into the aircraft manufac¬ 
turing business. 

In 1896 two young brothers by the name of Wilbur and Orville 
Wright were just beginning to develop an active interest in experimen¬ 
tal aeronautics. They were inspired by Otto Lillienthal who was 
actively gliding down German hillsides. At that time the Pratt and 
Whitney factory produced precision gears and machine parts, all 
interchangeable and made to exacting standards. The age of flight was 
just beginning to dawn. 

By the 1930’s Pratt and Whitney, now merged into United Aircraft 
and Transport, was a giant in the aviation engine field. Along with 
Curtiss-Wright, Pratt and Whitney had a virtual monopoly on U.S. 
military aircraft engine contracts. World War II erupted, making 
incredible demands on the company. Over 300,000 military aircraft 
were built between 1940 and 1945, and many of the engines came from 
the factories of Pratt and Whitney. 

As Field Marshal Albert Kesselring pointed out “Allied Air Power 
was the biggest single reason for Germany’s defeat.” It was the 
knowledge, experience and hard work of the aircraft companies like 
Pratt and Whitney that provided the engines that powered the planes 
that won the war.

In 1909 
the company was merged with Mutual Telephone (incorporated 
under the Kingdom of Hawaii in 1883). Less than two dozen 
issued examples are known to us.

Founded in 1919, by 1936 Kinner had the capacity to produce 300 
airplane motors and 25 planes a year.

We have seen only a few examples of this handsome aircraft 
certificate and they have brought strong prices at auction.

In 1948 Preston Tucker captured the 
imagination of America’s car buyers with 
the promise of a radical new design that 
challenged the ultra-conservative products 
of America’s established automobile 
manufacturing industry. The new Tucker 
featured a rear-mounted horizontally 
opposed six-cylinder 166 horsepower air 
cooled aluminum engine. The front end 
had a third headlight, the “Cyclops Eye”, 
that pointed in the direction the wheels 
were steered. The styling was long, low and 


luxurious, but the rear-mounted engine 
eliminated the transmission hump and 
allowed plenty of room in the passenger 
compartment. 

The automobile manufacturers of the 
1940’s had a huge investment in plants and 
tools designed to produce products that 
changed little over the course of time. 
Tucker’s challenge presented a serious 
threat that was closely monitored in the 
boardrooms of Detroit (see the movie 
"Tucker: A Man and His Dream”). 

Only 51 Tuckers were produced, and today 
these extraordinary automobiles are avidly 
collected. The certificates, always in 
demand, have all but disappeared due to 
the increased interest the movie has 
created.

George Graham Rice was probably 
America’s most colorful, successful, and 
unscrupulous stock promoter. Rice began 
his career handicapping horses and 
innovating the “tout sheet” (a publication 
forecasting the results of horse races). A 
trip to Nevada in 1904 convinced him he 
could apply the same principles to mining 
stocks. He established a financial sheet, 
George Graham Rice’s Industrial and 
Mining Age, and he used it to help 
manipulate stocks he owned. Later, Rice 
moved from Nevada to Wall Street and 
published the Iconoclast, a hugely 
successful financial newspaper. He began 
to use the Iconoclast to promote and 
manipulate his own stocks. He was able to 
take Idaho Copper, a practically worthless 
hole in the ground, and run it from 500 to 


$6.25. When Idaho Copper was attacked as 
a swindle he merged it with a new property 
and ran it up to $350. Finally, the 
government intervened, investigated and 
Rice went to jail.

What Are “SPECIMENS”? 

When bank note companies print stocks or bonds for their customers they 
often print a few additional copies for various purposes. Some are kept in the 
bank note companies reference Files. Others are sent to the customers who use 
them as counterfeit detectors. These extra copies usually have the word 
“SPECIMEN” printed into the signature blocks and they have “00000” serial 
numbers so that they cannot be mis-represented as regularly issued stocks or 
bonds. While SPECIMENS lack the signatures of the corporate officials, they 
are usually in pristine condition, and often they are the only way to obtain an 
example of a particular stock and bond.

The Greatest Show On Earth 



Early in 1867 the American Express Company was sound, secure 
and successful. Business had boomed during the Civil War. Competi¬ 
tors stuck to their own territories and the American Express 
stockholders received continuous dividends based on $100,000 per 
month earnings. Just one year later American Express was losing 
nearly $250,000 a month and appeared to be headed for severe 
financial embarrassment. The cause of this uproar was a group of 
New York merchants, tired of paying high express rates. They raised 
$20,000,000 in capital and started their own express company. 
Merchants Union Express. American Express had experience on 
their side, but they were restrained from handling general freight 
through long-standing agreements with the railroads. Merchants 
Union had no such restraints. Rate wars resulted, employees jumped 
from one company to the other and both companies suffered 
tremendous losses. Henry Wells, of Wells-Fargo fame, led the fight 
for American Express. The entire affair proved too much for 
president Wells and he resigned under pressure. William G. Fargo 
took over the reins. Both companies were headed for destruction 
when cooler heads prevailed and a merger was agreed to. The new 
company, formed from American Express and the Merchants Union 
Express, combined the corporate titles and became the American 
Merchants Union Express Company. (Note the hands shaking in the 
lower left corner, symbolic of the merger). This title was retained 
until 1873 when “Merchants Union” was finally dropped, leaving the 
original American Express Company name.

Just below the central vignette is an orange United States 
revenue stamp imprint, Scott RN-P5. Some shares have an 
additional revenue stamp affixed to the back. 
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Widely recognized as the most beautiful and sought-after post- 
1960 American stock, Ringling Brothers is a wonderful example of 
multi-colored security printing in circus poster style. The attention 
and expense lavished on this issue can only be explained by the value 
that circus people attach to what they refer to as “flash.” (Roughly 
translated, “flash” is a brilliant display used to attract attention.) 
The history of the company dates back to the 1923 when the 
Ringling Brothers formed a partnership with Barnum and Bailey. 
During 1929, John Ringling borrowed over $1,000,000 and bought 
out many smaller, competing shows. Three years later he chartered 
a Delaware corporation called Ringling Brothers - Barnum and Bailey 
Combined Shows, Inc. In 1971 Ringling Brothers merged with 
Mattel. When Ringling Brothers stockholders were asked to trade in 
their circus stocks for Mattel certificates many refused. They were 
reluctant to part with their beautiful certificates and Mattel officials 
had to work out an accommodation. Mattel offered to stamp the 
Ringling Brothers certificates in a corner and return them to the 
original owners. Some were stamped and returned, while others 
remain in the hands of their original owners to this day. This may 
explain why so few examples are available to collectors.

Grading Terminology 

Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks and bonds has not developed to the point 
where everyone agrees on or uses similar standards. The very nature of stocks and bonds defies a 
grading system based, for example, on wear, or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, we have used terminology designed to convey 
a strictly subjective impression of the items we endeavor to describe. 

Fair - A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, stains, small pieces or tears. 

Fine - Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with splits slightly into the design elements, but 
with no pieces missing. More severe flaws will be mentioned. 

Very Fine (VF) - The average grade of most of the stocks and bonds we encounter. A Very Fine 
share certificate will have several light to moderate folds, and the paper will show obvious wear or 
softness. Bonds that were originally folded by the printer may have several additional folds. There 
may be minor edge roughness, but any splits that extend into the designs will be described. Very 
light soiling is typical, but heavier stains or foxing will be mentioned. 

Very Fine+ (VF+) - Obviously used or worn, but brighter or cleaner than the average example. 
Extremely Fine (EF) - A well above average example. Stocks may show a few light to moderate 
folds. Bonds that were originally folded may have a few light to moderate extra folds. The paper will 
retain most of the original crispness and brightness. The margins will be free from noticeable edge 
splits, stains or other problems. 

Extremely Fine+ (EF+) - As made, or nearly so. 

All certificates are Very Fine unless otherwise mentioned.

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Bonds of The Great American West 




During the California Gold Rush men seeking their fortunes passed through 
Nevada on their way to the gold fields. At that time, the region was part of Utah 
Territory and therefore fell under the domain of the Mormons and their leader, 
territorial governor Brigham Young. Needless to say, there was a great deal of 
friction between the Mormons and the “Gentiles” who found the Mormons’ 
anti-slavery and pro-polygamy sentiments highly objectionable. As a result, a 
United States Army punitive expedition was sent to Utah in the late 1850’s 
causing much suffering and bad feeling. 

As a result of these developments and the discovery of the Comstock Lode 
at Virginia City, the area began to be seriously settled and the majority of the 
population ceased to be Mormon. Nevada was split off from Utah and became 
its own territory. In 1863, application was made to become a state, but the 
territory was not sufficiently populated to justify its acceptance. In 1864, 
however, the Republicans had a change of heart. The need for two additional 
Republicans to abolish slavery and enforce the Republican reconstruction 
program was anticipated and, in addition, the availability of three more 
electoral votes for the anticipated tight race in the 1864 presidential election, 
made the admission of Nevada a matter of some importance. It was accordingly 
accepted and given as a reward for its loyal services to the Union, an 
augmentation of territory at the expense of Utah and Arizona. 

The early years of the state were difficult ones. There was a depression from 1864-68 because of a reaction to the overspeculation in mining 
operations. After 1868, there was a period of consolidation, the discovery of the “big bonanza”, the rise of silver production from $21 million 
in 1873 to $36 million in 1878. The Sutro tunnel draining water from the Comstock Lode assisted this process. In 1882, hot water flooded 
the richer lower veins of ore and the collapse of silver prices depressed the state’s single-industry economy. 

As a state with development problems, Indian troubles and other difficulties, the treasury ran a deficit. The floating indebtedness grew, 
and in 1868, the legislature ordered the consolidation of the debt with a series of bond issues. Such bonds bore high (10% to 18%) rates of interest 
and extra taxes and refunding operations resulted in such bonds being paid off at or prior to maturity. The cancelled certificates were then 
deposited in the treasurer’s archives. There they remained until 1986, when the state sold some of the archives through a direct offering. Eight 

years ago, there were relatively few collectors and some of the bonds remained unsold, to be held in the archives for a period of no less than 

seven years. 

We were fortunate enough to obtain the remaining bonds and we offer them here as a unique opportunity to acquire these fascinating 
examples of the American West’s financial history.

Did You Know That Cartoon Characters 
Helped Win World War II? 
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When the Continental Congress first met in 1774 there were 
no customs officers, no taxes, no Treasury, and no other means to 
pay for an army. The only real weapon at hand was the printing 
press. At first, currency flowed from the presses. Later on, interest 
bearing certificates helped meet fiscal needs. Armies moved through 
the countryside, supplies were requisitioned from local farmers and 
certificates were given in return. This practice was highly unpopu¬ 
lar. In fact, some called it “legal robbery qualified by a promissory 
note” (Anderson’s Price of Liberty). Before 1780, many receivers 
of certificates received little or no compensation because of the 
depreciation of the currency. After August of 1780 certificate 
holders received the promise of payment in newly emitted currency. 

The text certifies that a horse has been “...furnished this State 
for the Use of the United States...”. The left edge is intentionally 
cut unevenly to prevent an unscrupulous party from redeeming a 
counterfeit bond in place of the original. (The bonds were matched 
against the stubs upon redemption, as if they were two pieces of a 
puzzle.) Rarely offered and historically important, these bonds 
have light stains and aging typical of documents over 200 years old.
